“Although it w pretty fapid 
landing, neither of us was hurt.” 
As he talked the major was help- 
ing himself to a breakfast of fried 
ham, potatoes and black coffee 
Meanwhile, by telephone, he wa 
relaying cross-country the details of 
the balloonists’ experience 
According to the altimetre within

Members of parliament and the legisla-

Mr. Stevens be- 
lieves the Government of Canada can and 
should do something on its own account 
to make the times better, and has said so 
as openly as the mutual responsibility of 
cabinet ministers allows. ;

Trotsky was and is a world-revolution- 
ary. For him the Russian revolution was 
only the beginning of things. As head of 
the red army and propagandist-in-chief at 
Moscow he made no bones about it. Every 
representative government in the world 
must be overthrown and replaced by a 
Soviet, the wicked property-owner every- 
where dispossessed and sub jected to pro- 
letarian dictation. The world must be re- 
built on the Russian model: that was and 
is his view of the case. Naturally, while 
that view prevailed at Moscow the foreign 
policy of Russia was, and was recognized 
to be, a menace to every country that did 
trons to accept dictation from 

Stalin some years ago decided that the 
best interests of Russia would be served if 
Trotsky lived somewhere else. He was let 
out of jail on condition that he get out of 
the country and stay out, Since that time 
there has been a slackening of the pro- 
paganda campaign abroad, less and less 
has been heard about the world revolution, 
and attention has been centred upon the 
task of reconstructing Russia and consoli- 
dating the Soviet there. 


Stalin seems to have found that bossing 
Russia is a full-time job, and the benighted 
capitalist countries had better be left to

Two thousand men are now being used 
in the making of improvements of one kind 
and another in the national parks of Can- 
ada, according to information given out at 
Ottawa.

The adjective “sound” in connection with money 
has been used in two different and antagonistic 
ways recently. Premier Bennett and the money- | 
lending interests have been calling the deflated 
“sound 
money.” When the Premier in his speeches refers 
to himself as standing four-square for “sound 
money” he means the deflated dollar with large 
purchasing power, kept artificially scarce and dear 
by basing the volume of currency on the metal 
gold—the production of which does not keep pace 
with the growth of trade. 


| 
Mr. R, T. Elliot, K.C., in his recent articles on 
monetary reform, urges the issuance of a “sound } 
dollar.” There is no relation whatsoever between | 
the meaning given by Mr. Elliot to the word | 
“sound” and that given by Premier Bennett. Far | 
from keeping money scarce and dear, the “sound | 
dollars” that Mr. Elliot proposes would be made 
automatically as plentiful as the national need. He 
would have his “sound dollar” issued against the 
national wealth, 


Premier Bennett calls the inflated dollar “sound 
money” because it is restricted to the output of 
gold. Mr. Elliot calls his proposed dollar a “sound 
dollar” because it would be sound in the sense of 
having ample wealth behind it. Needless to say 
that the coupon-clipping class, if they are not con- 
cerned with trade, prefer the enhanced purchasing 
power of the “sound money” Mr. Bennett stands | 
for. Those dependent on trade or employment or |

Health and Dict Advice 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


CAUSES AND TREATMENT OF HIGH 
BLOOD PRESSURE 

The way you live determines your blood pres- 
sure and wrong habits of living must be considered 
the most important cause of high blood pressure. 
Whenever the blood ptessure is too high, the first 
thing you are to do is to adopt those good habits 
of living which will bring about the most rapid 
recovery. This disease is not an 
incurable one, and in every case 
I have seen where the patient 
was willing to follow instruc- 
tions exactly, the blood pressure 
has been reduced to safety. How- 
ever, if the cure is to be perma- 
nent, the patient must continue 
to follow those good habits of 
living which alone maintain a 
normal blood pressure. 

Wrong habits of diet come 
first in causing high blood pres- 
sure. These patients usually 
have good digestions and do not 
realize that the careless way 
they are eating is harming their health. Upon 
closely questioning hundreds of patients with too 
high a pressure I have found they are great starch 
and sugar eaters. Their meals consist largely of 
meat, bread, pancakes, corn, macaroni, cakes, pies 
and puddings. This type of dict would tend to 
increase the weight and explains why the largest 
percentage of those who have high blood pressure 
and the overweight must mainly depend upon 
dietetic changes. 

At the beginning of the treatment for high blood 
pressure, you dre to take a fruit juice fast, and 
during this time you will be pleased to find the 
blood pressure is coming down. If you can place 
yourself under the direct supervision of a doctor 
experienced in fasting patients, you should take a 
long fast, but it is not advisable to take a long fast 
at home without suitable direction. However it is 
safe for you to use the short fast of five days at 
home, and you will find this will yield some 
benefit 

After the fast, when the pressure has been re- 
duced to nearer normal, get the best 
results if you will follow a diet similar to the one 
which I recommend, using a moderate amount of 
meat, and plenty of cooked and raw vegetables. If 
you ere to keep the blood pressure down, you will 
succeed better if you use only small amounts of 
sugar and starch. 

Lack of exercise is another wrong habit of living 
tends to bring on high blood pressure. 
Athletes who secure large amounts of exercise gen- 
After the blood 
pressure has been lowered sufficiently by the fast 
and diet, the patient is to start gentle exercise each 
o supplement them with passive exercise 
such as massage. As tests have shown that patients

The elimination through 
the skin must be increased through 2 or 3 sponge 
baths taken each day. 

To secure rapid elimination of poisons from the 
large intestine, it is advisable to use the enema 
at least once a day until such time as the intestinal 
action becomes regular and 2 or 3 natural move- 
ments occur daily. 

By the use of the fast, rigid diet, enemas, sponge 
baths, mild exercise and deep breathing you will 


be able to throw out any poisons which may be | 


irritating the walls of the blood vessels and contrib- 
uting to high blood pressure. You are now ready 
to add two more good habits which will be of great 
benefit to you. These are rest and right thinking. 

Each night you are to secure from 9 to 10 hours 
of sound sleep. If possible, you are to rest, lying 
down, after the noon meal. Some of the good 
mental habits which you are to cultivate are calm- 
ness, peace and repose. Avoid hurry, worry, impa- 
tience and mental tention. You will find it will 
pay you in every way to establish a mental feeling 
that you have plenty of time to take things easy. It 
is also a good plan to build up an interest in some 
hobby or recreation which will take your mind 
completely away from everyday affairs and will 
leave you refreshed, rested and relaxed. 

Through following the above instructions you 
should be able to secure sufficient improvement to 
encourage you to continue living in such a way 
that your blood pressure will steadily drop closer to 
normal. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Mrs. Esther I. writes: “I would like 
to have your opinion about cranberries. Would 
the juice be a good substitute for orange or tomato 


wice? I find the taste of cranberry juice very en- 
joyable.” 
ANSWER: I have not made any definite ex- 


perimental tests as to the relative value of cran- 
berry juice with orange or tomato juice for thera- 
peutic purposes, one reason being that the cran- 
berry is not very palatable without the addition 
of sugar whereas orange juice and tomato juice are 
palatable without this addition. Cranberries when 
used without sugar are believed beneficial in dis- 
eases of the liver and kidneys because of the large 
amount of organic acid salts which exist—including 
maletes, potassium and calcium. Cranberry is one 
of the few fruits that contain benzoic acid, some- 
times as much as .5%,

first post offices in Canada. The 
merchants of Quebec had asked 
for a regular post office, and, ow- 
ing to Franklin's promptness, the 
post office was the first institu- 
tion of government after Canada 
became a British province. 

On arriving at Quebec, Frank- 
lin opened a post office there with 
subordinate offices at Three Rivers 
and Montreal and established a 
monthly service between the Can- 
adian offices and New York, ar- 
ranging the trips so that the cour- 
ier could make the closest connec- 
tion possible with the packet 
boats which sailed monthly each 
way between New York and Fal- 
mouth, England. 

The first postmaster at Quebec 
was a young Scot, Hugh Finlay, 
who had only been in the coun- 
try three years but was already a 
justice of the peace. He was given 
control of the new postal service; 
two years later he was made a 
member of the governor's council 
and for 36 years he was practi- 


| cally the postmaster gencral. When

THE McLEAN CASE 
Editor Bulletin: 


Whilst I do not know upon what 


grounds the Ministerial Associa- 
tion, and the late Magistrate Em- 


ily Murphy based their plea for 
clemency on behalf of the younger 
McLean, I think that the youth- 
fulness of the criminal, and the 
lifelong influence and example of 
such a parent, constituted very 
reasonable grounds for waiving 
the death penalty in his case. An 
organization such as the Minis- 
terial Association would be influ- 
enced to this viewpoint from 
knowledge of the fact that in this 
country, we often take children 
away from parents when we feel 
that the home influence is not 
calculated to inspire good citizen- 
ship. The fact that this was not 
done in young McLean's case, is 
no fault of this country, neither 
is it the fault of the boy. He is the 
victim of what society would call 
a bad home influence 

Whilst the law is supposed to be 
impartial we do know, that“eourts 
are influenced by circumstances 
connected with the evidence. Of 
course the life cirgumstances of 
young Mclean may have been 
considered from the viewpoint 
that he is the son of a killer, and 
as such is a menace to society, 
that is a very natural viewpoint 
for the law to take 

However, in spite of how we 
may feel about the matter, the 
McLean's will have soon passed 
out and except for their family 
and intimate friends will soon be 
forgotten. But what the public 
are not likely to forget, is the fact 
that before the machinery of jus- 
tice could begin to operate for 
the consideration of a new trial 
involving a human life, the neces- 
sary funds had to be available 
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—a Day in Canadian History— 
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“Now take this guy—he had the lucky breaks, 
that’s all.”

a post office there and Finlay was 
a prisoner in besieged Quebec. 

The conclusion of peace and the 
recognition of the independence 
of the United States was immedi- 
ately followed by the dissolution 
of the old establishment. The ser- 
vices of Finlay as deputy post- 
master general for the continent 
ceased, but he held the same posi- 
tion for Canada. Despite lack of 
money he did remarkable work in 
developing a mail service through 
the wilderness to Halifax, thus 
making Canada independent of 
New York, and later in building 
up a postal service to meet the 
needs of the Loyalist settlers in 
Upper Canada. By the year 1789 
he had opened post offices as far 
west as Kingston where communi- 
cation was made with the 
motest settlements” of Niagara and 
Detroit. 

Finlay’s connegtion with the post 
office ceased in 1799, when he was 
dismissed as a defaulter. He ad- 
mitted an indebtedness of £1,408, 
but pleaded that was owed 
£12,000 which would have been al- 
lowed in the British postal sys- 
tem. He asked for time to settle 
the difference, but this was refus- 


he 


ed. He died from an indéurable 
disease, his end being hastened 
by worry. The crown obtained 


judgment against his property, 
which was seized, but in 1830 this 
was restored, Finlay’s character 
was cleared and the debt assum- 
ed by the crown, as it should have 
been in the first place.

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Permanent Cures For 
Depression 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C. 


Many people ask whether or not there is a permanent 
cure for depression. Mr. Norman Jaques of Mirror, Al- 
berte, asks this in very definite terms; and, going further, 
asks whether or not the bringing of a large amount of new 
money into Canadian commercial life would not greatly in- 
crease producing power without a corresponding increase 


os fais power, making our last condition worse than our 
irst. 


i 


These questioners are entitled to an answer, and, for- 
tunately, a very definite answer can be given. 


A cure, in order to have the element of permanency, 
must be ostablished on a basis of national money free from 
the danger of intentiona! contraction of volume of money 
in circulation in the sense that the only way to make a pro- 
fit in respect of the ownership of money is and will be to 
keep it in circulation and in commercial use. 


A combined credit and currency structure will crash 
every time values reach the peak in a cycle of prosperity; 
because the chance to sell at the top and buy back at the 
bottom will tempt enough of those controlling currency, 
and of those controlling credit,—(usually people in close 
affiliation)—to bring about a calling in of money and a 
lessening of the amount of credit available, until values go 
down. 


Public debt bonds, Federal and Provincial and Municipal 
offer the safest ard most powerful instrument for the call- 
ing in of money and the contraction of credit to the end 
that values may be smashed by those who want to sell at 
the top and buy back at convenience. Directing billions of 
dollars frum commerce into public bonds is a force strong 
enough to break down values in any combined money and* 
credit system; and interest can be earned on the public 
bonds while the breaking down is going on. 


Therefore to get permanency of remedial effect it is 
definitely necessary to take up all public bonds with sound 
money,—with soundness secured by a@ sinking fund in re- 
spect of each dollar of money issued,—and with each dol- 
lar issued retiring one collar of public bonded debt so long 
as any public bonded debt remains outstanding. There will 
then be no immovable honds into which money can be di- 
rected and held on an interest-earning basis until all com- 
mercial values have been smashed. It will be too expensive 
for any group to accumulate sound money and hold it for 
years without interest until the amount saved up will affect 
general values. Nobody can be sure he will live long enough 
to cash on such a policy; it is the bond interest which fin- 


ances the value smashers. 


It is safely demonstrable, therefore, that the issuance 
of sound sinking-fund guaranteed money will add tremen- 
dous power to the commercial life of the nation; not only 
restoring the best, but improving upon the best conditions 
we ever had. 

Then comes the second part of the questions, namely, 
whether we will not have increased producing power with- 
out haviag increased the buying power to such extent as is 
necessary to keep up with increased production. 


Space limitation permits of but few more words. The 
answer is in two branches, first commodity prices; second, 
wages and salaries. Given an adequate supply of sound 
money not subject to manipulation .or contraction, and 
nothing else matters except the combination of commodity 
prices, wages and salaries. 


Wages and salaries must be brought back through a 
resumpticn of commerce brought about by an increased 
supply of sound money before commodity prices can be 
stabilized. Wages and salaries constitute the daily buying 
power of the nation up to the extent of honest national 
commerc2; there cannot be fiat wages for any substantial 
period of time any morc than there can be fiat money hav- 
ing any buying power for any substantial period of time. 


But fair and honesi wages and salaries available to all 
workers on a basis of vilue fairly proportionate to the vol- 
ume and value of national commerce will provide buying 
power sufficient to keep up with production on any in- 
creased basis which can be reasonably foreseen. Figures 
along this line of inquiry run into tremendous amounts, 
Even on the basis of our previous Canadian wages and 
salaries, the present loss to the buying power of the na- 
tion owing to depression and unemployment and wage and 
salary curs is to a certainty not less than six million dol- 
lars per day. Multiply this by the two hundred and forty- 
days of a work year and you will get some idea of the re- 
stored buying power which would come once old conditions 
were restored; and all previous conditions of employment 
would be bettered once the commercial life of the nation is 
placed on a sound money basis. We would then be in a 
hurry to get our young people educated and ready for pro- 
fitable employment instead of looking on them as a ques- 
tioning liability to which nc answer can be given.

For 
one thing, taking the oath of alle- 
fiance to the king is a necessary 
preliminary and it is not long since 
Mr. De Valera finally succeeded in 
abolishing the oath in the Free 
State. Failure to take the oath on 
election would cost him his deposit 
of $750. 

Under this oath provision, Sinn) 
Fein and Nationalist members of 
the first parliament of Northern 
Ireland in 1921 lost a total of about 
$8.000 in election deposits }
